IndeeeribnMe Brutality Revealed When 
Capture Vlllaga Near

covered .when the vaUaat Seaforth

"When we took the village I hap- 
pened to look Into a hut, atlll stand- 
ing aaiong the mlna, and there saw 
the most horrible tight ttnt I have 
yet seen In my war expenenetk** Ser- 
geant Goad said. 

"Against one wall was the dead 
body of a woman, her hands crossed 
iibove her head and nailed to the 
wall by n spike. There were no other 
wounds on her body — she must have 
been left there to die from torture. 

"Opposite her, against the other 
wall, was a little three-year-old child, 
with Its head Impaled on 11 sharp book 
nnd Its liniii little hixly hanging down. 
The two bad doiilitli ss been crucified 
ut the same time and left alone to 
watch each other's death agonies. 

Sergeant Goad said that some time 
later the British took I'loughestreert
